DENVER alp) — Form er Presi­ 
dent 
Truman predicted Tuesday 
I night that Secretary of Agriculture 
Ezra Taft Benson will cost the Re­ 
publicans the elections in 1958 and 
I 1960. 
In a speech before the National 
Farmers Union, the nation's top 
Democrat bitterly attacked the El­ 
senhower administration’s foreign 
and economic polieiea. 
Truman deviated from his pre­ 
pared 
text 
repeatedly to blame 
President Eisenhower and the GOP 
for skidding farm income, soaring 
consumer prices, the recession and 
a “total record of failure” in inter­ 
national affairs. 
The 
former 
Chief 
Executive 
scolded his farm audience for their 
“present predicament.” 
“ lf you farmers make that mis­ 
take again (of voting Republican), 
I don't care what happens to you,” 
he warned. 
But 
Truman said 
he 
thought 
“ farmers have learned their lea 
son," 
"They voted for Ike and got 
Ezra,” he said 
"And after five 
years of Ezra Taft Benson, there 
are very few American 
farmers 
who have not come to their politi­ 
cal senses." 


But Benson alone shouldn’t b t 
blamed for the farrm rs’ plight, 
Truman added. 


He said he wouldn’t be surprised 
to see “another Republican presi­ 
dent" veto a farm bill this year. 
“Ike sounds more like an olu-time 
Republican president every day," 
he said. 
"Never before can I remember 
when we had skyrocketing prices 
to the consumer and a depression 
at the same time," Truman said. 
"It takes an administrative geniua 
at the top of the government to ac­ 
complish that.” 
Truman blamed the administra­ 
tion’s policy of "high interest ratea 
and tight money" for the recession. 


And, he said, the Republican* 
have been "just as wrong in for­ 
eign policies and detense policies." 
Earlier, a dairy spokesman told 
the group that milk prices are too 
low in relation to the price dairy 
farmers must pay for their gooda. 
E. M. Norton, secretary of the 
National Milk Producers Federa­ 
tion, said his group is supporting 
bills to raise milk support prices. 
But he said he expected such 
legislation would not be signed by 
Eisenhower if it is passed.
